OTTAWA, Jan. 31 — Narrow escape 
from death or injury was the lot of 
William T. Cosgrave, President of the 
Executive Council of the Irish Free 
State, on the final staye of his train 
journey from Philadelphin to Ottawa 
yesterday, when, at Limoges, a small 
station about 23 miles east of the Can- 
adian Capital, the special train in 
which he was travelling jumped o 
switch and crashed into the ditch. None “ 
of the Presidential party was injured, 
but the driver of the train, J, A. Boyd, 
of, Montreal, Roadmaster, was thrown 
out of his cab into a snowbank and 
most instantly killed. One other 
man, F. Lefleur. also of Montreal, 3 
brakeman, had his leg broken, and sev- 
eral other members of the train crew 
Teceived injuries, none ofwiich are be- 
‘ieved serious. 

The train was travelling at a rate 
of about55 miles an hour when the ac- 
cident occurred. Earlier reports state | 
ed that the locomotive had run into an! 
apen switch, but later this was discre-} 
dited and it ts now believed that, since 
a local train had passed the- same 
switch a few minutes previously, the: 
Presidential had jumped it. 

OTTAWA, Jan. 31 — “I have wit- 
nessed some stirring incidents in my 
time,” he said, “but never o finer ex- 
ample of bravery and coolness than 
that on that train today, when a rail- 
wayman, lying on his back with a bro- 
ken arm, askgd, ‘Are the guests all 
right?’
